Colleges  Against  Cancer  is  a group  that 
is  dedicated  to  raising  campus  awareness  of 
cancer  issues.  The  group  organizes  monthly 
activities  in  three  components:  Cancer  Edu- 
cation, Advocacy,  and  Survivorship.  Besides 
the  monthly  awareness  ac- 
tivities and  fund-raisers  for 
the  American  Cancer  Society, 
CAC  is  also  the  sponsor  of 
Relay  For  Life,  an  event  that 
takes  place  every  April.  RFL 
is  in  its  third  year  this  year, 
and  in  the  past  has  raised 
over  $40,000  for  the  ACS.  The 
event  includes  over  20%  of 
the  student  body  and  is  com- 
prised of  teams  of  students, 
sports  teams,  clubs  and  or- 
ganizations, and  faculty/staff 
members.  CAC  President  Al~ 
lie  Schnall  commented,  "I  am 
honored  to  be  the  president 
of  a club  that  has  made  such 
progress  and  impact  over  the 
past  three  years.  When  CAC  first  started, 
there  were  very  few  members,  and  now  we 
have  over  50  regular  members.  The  first 
year  of  Relay  For  Life,  we  had  about  200  par- 
ticipants and  raised  $10,000,  and  then  by  the 
next  year,  that  number  had  dramatically  in- 
creased to  over  400  participants  and  a fund- 
raising total  of  nearly  $33,000!  Our  school 
has  really  come  together  to  get  involved  in 
fighting  against  a disease  that  affects  every- 
body in  some  way.  CAC  works  to  spread 
cancer  awareness  and  also  fund  raise  for  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Muhlenberg  was 
a trendsetter  in  starting  and  succeeding  at 
Relay  For  Life,  and  that  is  something  that  we 
should  all  be  proud  of!"

Synapse  is  Muhlenberg^  very  own  neurosci- 
ence club  that  was  formed  only  a year  ago. 
Started  by  enthusiastic  students  in  the  Neuro- 
science program,  Synapse  focuses  on  learning 
and  service,  while  having  fun  at  the  same  time. 
The  goal  of  Synapse  is  to  provide  students  who 
are  interested  in  neuroscience  a place  to  assem- 
ble and  collaborate  with  other  students,  form 
networking  for  internship  and  research  connec- 
tions with  those  involved  with  neuroscience 
in  the  surrounding  community,  and  work  with 
the  community  for  educational  purposes  and 
community  outreach.  Students  work  to  expand 
their  knowledge  of  how  the  brain  functions 
while  extending  their  love  to  the  surrounding 
community. 

One  of  Synapsk  most  successful  endeavours 
was  participating  in  Brain  Awareness  Day,  an 
annual  collaborative  effort  between  the  neuro- 
science students  at  Muhlenberg,  Moravian,  and 
Cedar  Crest.  Brain  Awareness  Day  is  a com- 
munity service  day  that  brings  neuroscience 
to  middle-school  aged  children  in  the  Lehigh 
Valley.  This  community  service  event  was  held 
last  March  16th  at  The  DaVinci  Center.  Synapse 
helped  to  set  up  many  interesting  and  educa- 
tional activities  for  the  students  such  as  sheep 
brain  and  eye  dissections,  artificial  intelligence 
bots,  lie  detector  tests,  and  various  forms  of  op- 
tical illusions  for  the  kids.

Porter,  Ray  Pierre,  Kieran  Maroney,  Tim  Gross,  Jeff  Williams,  KC  Cvitanov,  and 
Brian  Richardson).  Once  they  attained  a small  repertoire  they  began  perform- 
ing “favor”  concerts  for  practically  all  who  asked  to  get  the  word  out.  For  hav- 
ing only  been  around  a full  year,  the  AcaFellas  did  not  do  badly  for  themselves, 
with  eight  performances  under  their  belt  and  a couple  unmanageable  requests  for

The  NCAA  Mideast  Re- 
gional was  held  at  an  air- 
port in  western  Pennsyl- 
vania - an  appropriate  lo- 
cation for  the  Muhlenberg 
mens  cross  country  team, 
which  took  off  in  2006 
and  landed  in  the  top  30 
in  Division  HI. 

The  Mules  tied  program 
bests  by  finishing  second 
at  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence Championships  and 
fourth  at  the  Mideast  Re- 
gional. They  earned  their 
first  bid  to  the  NCAA  Di- 
vision III  Championships, 
placing  291  h in  a field  of 
32. 

The  Muhlenberg  wom- 
en finished  10th  out  of  41 
teams  at  the  NCAA  Mid- 
east  Regional,  two  plac- 
es away  from  their  best 
showing  ever. 

With  their  top  eight 
consisting  of  five  seniors 
and  three  sophomores,  the 
men  had  the  perfect  blend 
of  experience  and  youth 
to  snap  their  streak  of 
three  straight  fourth-place 
finishes  at  the  CC  Cham- 
pionships, The  Mules  gave 
an  indication  that  things 
might  be  different  when 
they  finished  only  two 
points  behind  2005  CC 
runner-up  Dickinson  in 
their  second  meet  of  the 
season,  the  Waynesburg 
Invitational, 

More  impressive  perfor- 
mances followed:  second 
out  of  25  teams  at  the  Paul 
Short  Invitational  and  first 
out  of  20  teams  at  the  De- 
Sales  Invitational  - the 
first  win  in  program  his- 
tory in  a large  (20  or  more 
teams)  invitational.  Senior 


Lex  Mercado  led  a contin- 
gent of  three  Muhlenberg 
runners  in  the  top  10  at 
Paul  Short,  then  won  the 
DeSales  Invitational  by 
more  than  14  seconds, 

Mercado  alternated 
with  two  other  seniors, 
Tim  Seeley  and  Stephen 
Roth  well,  for  the  team 
lead.  Seeley  had  the  best 
race  of  his  career  at  the 
CC  Championships,  fin- 
ishing fourth  to  tie  for 
the  second-best  showing 
by  a Mule  runner  at  the 
meet,  Mercado  (seventh) 
and  Rothwell  (eighth)  also 
finished  in  the  top  10  as 
Muhlenberg  scored  56 
points,  by  third-fewest  by 
a team  other  than  Haver- 
ford  in  the  14-year  history 
of  the  meet. 

Rothwell  took  top  hon- 
ors at  the  regional,  com- 
ing in  23rd  to  join  Seeley 
(30th)  and  sophomores 
David  Chorney  (27th)  and 
Timothy  Van  Syckle  (35th) 
in  the  top  35.  The  Mules’ 
gap  of  41  seconds  between 
their  first  and  fifth  runners 
was  the  best  in  the  meet. 

Muhlenberg  was  re- 
warded with  one  of  16  at- 
large  berths  to  the  NCAA 
Championships,  Entering 
the  national  meet  ranked 
33rd  in  the  Division  III 
coaches  poll,  the  Mules 
finished  ahead  of  three 
other  invited  teams. 

The  women  lined  up  a 
young  team  that  featured 
three  juniors,  three  sopho- 
mores and  a freshman  in 
the  top  seven.  Junior  Sara 
Gearin,  returning  to  the 
squad  after  playing  soccer 
in  2005,  was  the

Field  Hockey 


Picked  eighth  in  the  Centennial  Conference  preseason 
poll  despite  returning  a talented  group  of  veterans,  the 
Muhlenberg  field  hockey  team  showed  its  stuff  by  finishing 
fourth.  In  fact,  it  took  the  national  champions  to  bring  the 
Mules’  season  to  a close. 

Muhlenberg  ended  its  season  with  a 12-7  record 
and  earned  its  first  CC  playoff  berth  since  2000.  As  the 
fourth  seed  in  the  playoffs,  the  Mules  hosted  fifth-seeded 
Gettysburg  and  knocked  off  the  Bullets,  1-0,  for  their  first 
postseason  win  since  1992. 

In  the  conference  semifinals,  Muhlenberg  had  its 
season  ended  by  Ursinus,  which  would  go  on  to  capture 
not  only  the  CC  playoffs,  but  also  the  Division  III  national 
championship.  The  Mules  started  and  finished  strong,  win- 
ning four  of  their  first  five  and  four  of  their  last  five.  The 
middle  was  a seesaw  ride,  as  the  team  alternated  wins  and 
losses  for  11  straight  games, 

Location  had  much  to  do  with  that:  Muhlenberg 
averaged  4.2  goals  in  going  4-1  at  home  in  the  CC,  but 
scored  just  one  goal  in  its  first  three  CC  road  games.  Need- 
ing road  victories  in  the  final  week  of  the  season  to  get  in 
the  playoffs,  the  Mules  came  through,  winning  at  Franklin 
& Marshall  for  the  first  time  ever  and  coming  home  from 


Washington  with  a 3-1  triumph  in  the  last  regular-season 
game. 

Muhlenbergfe  offense,  which  scored  44  goals  fea- 
tured a multi-pronged  attack.  Junior  Jillian  Duffy  (12  goals, 
four  assists]  and  senior  Lisa  Ann  Polt  (11  goals,  four  assists] 
became  the  first  Mule  teammates  to  each  score  20  points  in 
17  years.  Nicole  Notarianni  scored  eight  goals,  the  most  by 
a Muhlenberg  freshman  since  1991,  and  senior  Jessica  Hand 
added  seven  goals,  including  the  lone  tally  in  the  playoff 
win  against  Gettysburg. 

The  defense  ranked  second  in  the  CC,  allowing 
only  1.52  goals  per  game.  Senior  Kate  Moyer  ended  the 
season  with  10  defensive  saves,  including  four  in  the  win  at 
Washington.  Junior  Nikki  Rhoads  and  the  tandem  of  senior 
Allie  Covell  and  sophomore  Julie  deLaurentis  rounded  out 
the  defensive  unit  in  front  of  four-year  starter  Lauren  Sch- 
ram,  who  ended  her  career  with  19  shutouts. 

Junior  All-CC  selection  Lauren  Rutt  was  a big  factor 
on  both  offense  and  defense,  winning  balls  in  the  midfield 
and  disrupting  many  penalty  corners.

There  are  a few  ways  to  arrive 
at  a 5-5  record.  One  is  to  start 
strong  and  fizzle  out,  another  is  to 
catch  fire  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
and  a third  is  to  be  up  and  down 
all  year.  The  latter  described  the 
Muhlenberg  football  team  of  2006 
perfectly.  The  Mules  alternated 
wins  and  losses  for  the  last  six 
weeks  of  the  season.  They  put 
up  54  points  against  Gettysburg 
a week  after  generating  only  40 
yards  of  offense  at  Johns  Hopkins. 
They  beat  8-3  Ursinus  but  lost  to 
3-7  McDaniel. 

Although  the  Mules  never 
found  consistency,  they  improved 
their  2005  record  by  two  games 
and  discovered  that  they  had  a 
talented  group  of  young  players 
who  could  carry  the  program 
to  further  improvement  in  the 
future. 


Santagato  passed  for  1,538 
yards  (the  third-most  by  a 
Muhlenberg  sophomore)  and 
set  a school  record  for  quar- 
terbacks with  nine  rushing 
touchdowns. 


Muhlenberg  began  the  season 
with  a bang,  as  sophomore  Bran- 
don Doyle  returned  the  opening 
kickoff  94  yards  for  a touchdown. 
The  Mules  went  on  to  defeat  New 
Jersey  in  that  game  and  knocked 
off  another  Garden  State  team,  Wil- 
liam Paterson,  the  following  week 
on  a fourth-quarter  fake  punt  that 
went  51  yards  for  the  game- winning 
touchdown. 

Three  straight  losses  followed, 
including  two  on  the  road  to  schools 
(Union  and  Dickinson)  that  would 
qualify  for  the  NCAA  Tournament. 
Returning  to  Scotty  Wood  Stadium 
for  a Homecoming  contest  against 
undefeated  Ursinus,  Muhlenberg 
looked  impressive  in  a 22-6  victory. 
The  following  week  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins, the  Mules  had  one  of  their  worst 
offensive  days,  but  they  responded 
with  one  of  their  best,  scoring  40 
second-half  points  to  pull  away  from 
Gettysburg,  54-14.  It  was  their  first 
time  topping  the  half-century  mark 
since  2002. 

Muhlenberg  could  not  carry  the 
momentum  into  the  McDaniel  game, 
losing  to  the  Green  Terror  for  the 
11th  year  in  a row,  but  closed  out 
the  season  with  a satisfying  24-10 
win  at  archrival  Moravian. 

Behind  the  leadership  of  sopho- 
more quarterback  Eric  Santagato, 
the  Mule  offense  showed  consid- 
erable improvement,  veraging 
20.5  points  and  284.4  yards  per 
game,  up  considerably  from  13.8 
and  261.8  last  year.  Santagatos  top 
three  targets  were  seniors,  includ- 
ing Stephen  Montalto,  who  with  a 
team-leading  38  catches  became  the 
top  receiving 


atight  end  in  team  history  (83  re- 
ceptions). Junior  Matt  Johnson  and 
sophomore  John  DeLuca  shared 
time  at  tailback,  each  recording  a 
100-yard  game.  Sophomore  center 
Mike  Nolan  earned  firs  I -learn  All- 
Centennial  Conference  honors  in 
his  first  year  on  the  offensive  line. 

The  defense  was  especially 
young,  starting  five  sophomores 
and  a freshman.  A hrst-team  A 1 1 - 
CC  selection,  Mussel  man  recorded 
a team-leading  12V2  tackles  for  loss 
and  broke  up  five  passes.  Still, 
the  Mules  allowed  fewer  than 
20  points  a game  for  the  seventh 
straight  year. 

End  Chris  Mussel  man,  the  lone 
senior  starter,  led  the  team  and 
ranked  second  in  the  CC  with 
8V2  sacks,  two  short  of  the  school 
record.  Junior  outside  linebacker 
Tom  Tarsitano  emerged  as  the 
squads  top  tackier,  with  73  stops, 
and  fellow  junior  outside  lineback- 
er Dustin  Good  finished  with  49 
tackles.  Sophomore  inside  line- 
backer Matt  Rathbun  tied  a school 
record  with  four  fumble  recoveries. 

Doyle  added  an  interception 
return  for  a touchdown  to  his 
season-opening  kickoff  return,  and 
Muhlenberg^  other  cornerback, 
Cameron  Ahouse,  tied  a 39-year- 
old  school  record  for  freshmen 
with  hve  interceptions,  one  of 
which  he  brought  back  95  yards 
for  a score. 

On  special  teams,  the  Mules 
blocked  six  kicks,  with  junior  Joel 
Haddocks  two  blocked  punts  going 
for  a touchdown  and  a safety.

The  Muhlenberg  womens  soccer 
team  combined  something  old,  some- 
thing new  and  something  borrowed  to 
make  sure  its  season  was  anything  but 
blue.  The  Mules  went  on  a surge  late  in 
the  year  to  finish  with  a 13-6  record  A 
nine-win  improvement  from  2005  and 
return  to  the  Centennial  Conference 
playoffs. 

The  “old”  came  from  a group  of 
eight  seniors  who  won  the  CC  champi- 
onship as  freshmen  in  2002  and  helped 
return  the  program  to  prominence  after 
a couple  of  down  years  in  the  middle. 

Goalie  Kayla  Boisvert  had  her  best 
season  as  a senior,  leading  the  CC  with 
a 0.69  goals-against  average  and  .881 
save  percentage  in  league  games.  Elana 
Rabinowitz  tied  a career  high  with 
seven  points,  and  co-captains  Andrea 
Dello  Russo  and  Kristen  Cioeta  were 
starters  the  whole  season.  Becky  Giudit- 
ta,  Shauna  Henley,  Emily 


Nealis  and  Maria  Tranguch  rounded 
out  the  unusually  large  senior  contingent.

The  “borrowed”  element  was  Mal- 
lory DiMaio,  who  after  time  at  Division 
I St.  Johnfe  and  Division  II  North  Florida 
returned  home  to  Allentown  for  her  final 
year  of  college,  In  her  lone  season  with 
the  Mules,  she  scored  a team-leading  nine 
goals  and  earned  second-team  all-region 
honors. 

Jayne  Condon,  Samantha  Hoffman 
and  Christine  Schaefer  also  played  key 
roles  as  rookies. 


It  took  a while  for  the  talents 
to  click.  Muhlenberg  began  its  sea- 
son with  a dramatic  3-2  win  against 
Gwynedd-Mercy,  coming  back  from  a 
2-0  deficit 

The  Mules  turned  the  corner. 
They  went  9-0  in  October,  outscor- 
ing  their  opponents  20-4  to  clinch  the 
fourth  seed  in  the  CC  playoffs.  Includ- 
ed in  the  winning  streak  were  road 
wins  against  eventual  EC  AC  cham- 
pion Gettysburg  and  defending  CC 
regular-season  champion  Dickinson. 

In  the  first  round  of  the  CC  play- 
offs, Muhlenberg  knocked  off  Ursinus 
for  the  second  timein  three  days, 

1-0.  It  was  a reversal  of  2004,  when 
the  Bears  defeated  the  Mules  in  both 
the  regular-season  finale  and  the  first 
round  of  the  playoffs.  Muhlenberg  lost 
in  the  CC  semifinals,  3-1  to  eighth- 
ranked  Johns  Hopkins.

All  things  considered, 
it  wasn’t  a bad  year  for  the 
Muhlenberg  mens  soccer 
team. 

Although  the  Mules  fin- 
ished with  a record  of  8-4-4 
and  were  eliminated 
One  of  only  three  seniors 
on  the  team.  Peter  Paloinaki 
helped  shore  up  the  Mule 
defense,  starting  the  last  12 
games  at  center  back, 
from  the  Centennial  Con- 
ference playoffs  in  the  first 
round,  they  had  some  things 
working  against  them:  they 
graduated  eight  seniors  from 
the  GC  championship  team 
of  2005 ; they  started  their 
stretch  drive  with  a back 
four  that  included  one  fresh- 
man. two  sophomores  who 
hardly  played  last  year  and 
a senior  who  hardly  played 
his  first  three  years;  and  their 
starting  forwards  combined 
for  only  three  goals  all  year. 

Muhlenberg  scrapped  its 
way  to  a successful  season 
all  the  way  to  its  last  game, 
when  it  scored  with  20  sec- 
onds left  in  regulation  to  tie 
Gettysburg,  1-1.  It  was  the 
third  time  the  Mules  came 
hack  in  the  second  half  for  a 
1-1  draw,  with  the  other  two 
coming  against  NCAA  Tour- 
nament participants  DeSales 
and  Franklin  & Marshall.  Un- 
fortunately, Muhlenberg  fell 
in  the  ninth  round  of  penalty 
kicks  to  Gettysburg,  ending 
its  season  in  excruciating 
fashion. 

The  Mules  opened  up 
with  three  straight  shutouts 
wins  for  the  first  time  since 
1999,  earning  a national 
ranking  of  No.  12  after  de- 
feating 


a Wilkes  team  that  in 
turn  knocked  off  Johns 
Hopkins.  Muhlenberg 
dropped  its  next  game  to 
Hopkins  (which  would 
not  lose  again  until  the 
national  quarterfinals) 
and  teetered  through  the 
rest  of  the  year,  clinching 
the  GCs  final  playoff  spot 
with  a 1-1  tie  at  last-place 
Ursinus  in  the  regular 
season  finale, 

Sophomore  Billy 
Dalton  started  a cen- 
ter midfield  the  season 
on  entire  season  and 
emerged  as  one  against 
defending  regular-season 
champion  McDaniel.  He 
earned  third-team  all- 
region honors.  Junior 
fona than  Kliewer  split 
time  between  back  and 
midfield  and  proved  of 
the  top  rising  players  in 
the  GC,  leading  the  team 
with  eight  goals,  includ- 
ing the  game- winner 
with  five  seconds  left 
in  a 1-0  win  to  be  a 
dangerous  player  at 
either  spot.

The  Mules  won  back-to-back  matches 
against  Bates  and  Emmanuel  at  the  MIT 
Invitational,  but  then  dropped  five  of 
six  to  fall  out  of  Centennial  Conference 
playoff  contention. 

The  two  wins  against  Moravian  were 
among  several  marathon  matches  in 
which  Muhlenberg  played,  At  the  But- 
termaker  Tournament,  the  Mules  and 
Mary  Washington  hooked  up  in  one  of 
the  longest  games  in  Division  III  history, 
with  the  Eagles  winning  44-42  en  route 
to  a five-game  win.  Muhlenberg  also 
forced  a fifth  game  on  the  road  against 
CC  co-loader  McDaniel,  taking  the 
fourth  game  33-31. 

Co-captains  Kate  Haggerty  and  Mon- 
ica Sella  had  solid  seasons,  Haggerty 
earned  AU-CC  honors  for  the  second 
time  in  her  career  after  leading  the 
team  in  kills  per  game  (2,95)  and  hitting 
percentage  (.254),  Sella  had  a team-high 
68  blocks.  Haggerty  (21)  and  Sella  (14) 
both  recorded  career  highs  in  kills  in 
their  final  home  match,  while  the  other 
three  seniors  - Kristin  Caparro,  Julia 
Lamborn  and  Courtney  Williams  - con- 
tributed to  the  Mules  setting  a school 
record  with  68  kills  in  the  four-game 
win  against  Swarthmore, 


The  Muhlenberg  volleyball  team 
ordered  new  jerseys  for  2006,  hut 
due  to  a mixup  they  did  not  ar- 
rive until  late  in  the  season.  Un- 
fortunately the  teams  best  play 
also  took  a while  in  arriving,  The 
Mules  won  three  of  their  last  four 
matches  to  finish  with  a 10-15 
record, 

With  five  seniors  and  seven  fresh- 
men on  the  roster,  Muhlenberg 
used  various  combinations  of 
players  throughout  the  season, 
meshing  veteran  experience  with 
untested  talent,  The  team  won  its 
pool  with  a pair  of  five-game  vic- 
tories at  Moravian^  season-opening 
Greyhound  Premiere  Invitational, 
but  then  dropped  nine  of  its  next 
11.

After  the  Muhlenberg  womens 
basketball  team  graduated  seven  se- 
niors from  a conference  champion- 
ship squad,  nobody  quite  knew  what 
to  expect  coming  into  the  2006-07 
season,  But  with  an  11-0  start  and  a 
national  ranking  as  high  as  No.  19, 
the  Mules  showed  without  a doubt 
that  they  could  still  play, 

With  a young  squad  that  had 
only  two  seniors  and  two  juniors, 
Muhlenberg  ended  up  with  a 19-7  re- 
cord to  tie  for  the  third-most  wins  in 
school  history 

Muhlenberg  tipped  off  the  season 
with  its  fourth  straight  Scotty  Wood 
Championship,  as  seniors  Meghan 
Courtney  and  Emily  Wright  went 
undefeated  over  four  years  in  the 
tournament.  Wrights  41  points  on 
14-Ibr-19  shooting  in  the  two  games 
earned  her  tournament  MVP  honors, 
and  Courtney  and  sophomore  Lauren 
Boyle  made  the  all-tournament  team. 

The  two  tournament  wins  kicked 
off  an  11 -game  run  that  extended 
the  Mules’  winning  streak  in  regular- 
season  games  to  19.  And  the  Mules 
didn't  just  win  during  that  period; 
they  dominated.  They  won  their  first 
11  games  of  2006-07  by  an  average  of 
17.1  points. 

Also  during  that  streak,  head  coach 
Ron  Rohn  won  the  100th  game  of 
his  career  with  a 74-47  victory  over 
Swarthmore,  and  he  became  one  of 
only  three  coaches  to  reach  the  mile- 
stone in  fewer  than  150  games. 

Muhlenberg^  winning  streak  fi- 
nally ended  when  the  team  hit  a five- 
game  period  in  which  it  was  only 
able  to  pull  out  two  victories.  The 
Mules  snapped  out  of  that  dry  spell, 
however,  and  won  their  next  six 
games  to  qualify  for  the  Centennial 
Conference  playoffs. 
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Despite  dropping  its  final  three 
contests  of  the  regular  season, 
Muhlenberg  earned  the  No,  3 seed 
for  the  CG  tournament,  where  they 
lost  to  Dickinson  for  the  third  time. 

The  Mules  were  led  by  Court- 
ney Wright,  Boyle,  junior  Abra  Like 
and  sophomore  Erin  MeSherry  who 
made  up  the  usual  starting  five.  To- 
gether the  quintet  averaged  49.3  of 
the  teams  64.3  points  per  game,  and 
individually  four  of  them  led  the 
team  in  at  least  one  statistical  cat- 
egory 

Courtney  finished  the  season  tops 
in  scoring  (15.3  ppg),  rebounding 
(9.4  rpg)  and  blocks  (51),  and  Wright 
peaked  from  behind  the  arc,  going 
57-for-144  (.396).  Boyle  averaged 
14,1  points  and  proved  to  be  the 
most  consistent  foul  shooter,  nailing 
76,4  percent  of  her  freebie  attempts, 
while  Like  lent  a hand  at  both  ends 
of  the  floor,  leading  the  team  in  as- 
sists (102)  and  steals  (29), 

MeSherry  although  not  a team 
leader  in  any  categories,  was  not  far 
behind  Courtney  in  rebounding  (7.2 
rpg)  and  blocks  (47). 

Courtney  and  Wright  ended  their 
careers  as  the  winningest  class  in 
school  history  with  a four-year  re- 
cord of  74-31.  They  broke  the  pre- 
vious mark  of  72  wins  with  a 90-81 
come-from-behind  victory  over  Al- 
vornia.  a game  in  which  Courtney 
went  over  1,000  points  for  her  career. 
She  graduated  from  Muhlenberg 
third  all-time  in  points  (1,076),  fifth 
in  rebounds  (665)  and  second  in 
blocks  (112),

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For  the  second  year  in  a row,  the 
Muhlenberg  mens  basketball  team  up- 
set Ursinus  in  its  final  regular-season 
game  to  nab  the  fifth  and  final  spot  in 
the  Centennial  Conference  playoffs. 

The  Mules  connected  on  all  six  of 
their  free  throw  attempts  in  the  final 
24  seconds  of  the  game  to  hold  off  a 
Bears  comeback  and  win,  76-68.  Tom 
Scott  - one  of  the  teamS  seven  seniors 

- stepped  it  up  in  that  game  and  made 
sure  it  wasn’t  the  last  of  his  career.  He 
led  the  Mules  with  25  points,  seven 
rebounds,  three  steals  and  a blocked 
shot.  He  also  drew  two  charges. 

Although  Muhlenberg  lost  to  Get- 
tysburg in  the  first  round  of  the  CC 
tournament  to  finish  at  10-15,  the  sea- 
son was  a memorable  one  nonethe- 
less, a rollercoaster  ride  that  saw  the 
team  follow  up  an  eight-game  losing 
skid  with  a five-game  winning  streak. 

The  Mules  started  off  with  a 4-3 
record  and  advanced  to  the  Scotty 
Wood  championship  game  for  the 
third  straight  year,  with  Scott  and  fel- 
low senior  Justin  Fields  making  the 
all-tournament  team. 

Following  a 109-105  loss  to  New 
Jersey  in  triple  overtime,  however, 
Muhlenberg  lost  10  of  its  next  11 
games.  Even  the  one  win  didn’t  come 
easy,  as  the  Mules  fell  behind  Get- 
tysburg by  six  at  halftime  and  needed 
overtime  to  secure  the  victory. 

Once  February  rolled  around,  a 
whole  new  Mules  team  came  to  play, 
and  together  they  pulled  out  five 
straight  wins  to  close  out  the  regular 
season. 

The  turnaround  began  when  the 
Mules  hosted  Franklin  & Marshall 

- the  same  team  that  had  started  their 
eight-game  winless  streak  nearly  a 
month  earlier  - and  found  themselves 
down  by  14  at  halftime.  The  Diplo- 
mats increased  their  lead  to  as  many 


as  18  with  18:19  to  go  in  the  final 

period,  but  Muhlenberg  decided  it  was 
tired  of  losing  and  roared  back,  much  to 
the  delight  of  the  nearly  two  dozen  for- 
mer Mules  in  attendance  who  returned 
to  play  in  the  alumni  game.  Muhlenberg 
took  a one-point  lead  on  two  free  throws 
by  senior  Jimmie  Riggins  with  6:07  to  go 
and  scored  the  winning  points  when  Scott 
hit  two  free  throws  with  2.2  seconds  left. 

The  71-69  victory  was  followed  by 
wins  against  Swarthmore,  McDaniel  (by 
one  point]  and  Dickinson  [in  overtime]  as 
the  Mules  pushed  their  way  back  into  the 
playoff  picture  heading  into  the  game  at 
Ursinus,  which  had  beaten  Muhlenberg 
by  40  points  in  the  first  meeting. 

Scott  carried  the  team  late  in  the  season, 
averaging  20.2  points  and  8,3  rebounds  in 
the  last  six  contests.  His  performances 
earned  him  back-to-back  CC  player  of  the 
week  honors. 

Scott  wasn’t  the  only  one  to  play  well 


during  that  stretch,  however,  as  si 
other  players  scored  in  double  figures  £ 
least  once.  Sophomore  Mike  Bernardir 
seemed  to  make  up  for  the  five  game 
he  missed  due  to  injury  earlier  in  th 
season  and  scored  at  least  10  points  i. 
each  of  the  wins.  He  even  notched  a a 
reer-high  28  points  against  Dickinson. 

The  Mules  graduated  a senior  clas 
that  played  a large  role  in  the  team 
success.  Scott  led  the  team  in  scorin 
with  11.4  points  per  game,  and  Chri 
Huber  was  close  behind  with  11.0  pp^ 
Huber  was  also  the  teams  leading  three 
point  shooter,  making  50  long-rang 
shots.  Riggins,  meanwhile,  commandet 
the  boards  and  pulled  down  6.0  point 
per  game,  and  Brandon  Mefford  pilotei 
both  ends  of  the  floor,  leading  the  tean 
in  assists  (69)  and  steals  (23).

Track  & Field 


The  Mules  finished  the 
2007  indoor  season  with  re- 
cord setting  performances, 
At  the  conclusion  of  the 
season,  a total  of  9 men  and 
womenfe  indoor  records  had 
been  broken. 

On  the  girls  side,  fresh- 
man Alex  Faust  was  one 
of  the  Mules  top  perform- 
ers competing  in  the  pole 
vault  and  sprints,  At  the 
conference  meet  competed, 
Faust  competed  in  only 
one  field  event,  winning  the 
pole  vault  with  a meet-re- 
cord height  and  tied  for 
the  Most  Outstanding  Field 
Performer. 

At  the  conference  meet, 
the  womenk  team  placed 
third.  There  were  two  gold 
medalists  with  Faust  in  the 
pole  vault  and  Katie  Iles- 
selink-Hicks  in  the  high 
jump.  Other  top  perform- 
ers were  junior  Erika  Koop 
who  placed  second  in  the 
high  jump,  and  freshman 
Debra  Crockett  who  placed 
second  and  broke  the  school 
record  with  a throw  of  36-8 
feet. 

After  this  meet  three  fe- 
male mules  qualified  for 
EGACfe  including  Faust  in 
the  pole  vault,  Hesselink- 
Hicks  in  the  high  jump  and 
senior  Rachel  Drosdick  in 
the  hurdles  and  the  long 
jump,  Faust  broke  the 
school  recorded  at  ECAC's 
with  a jump  of  11-8  1/2  feet 
in  the  pole  vault. 


On  the  mens  side, 
the  team  was  lead  by  a 
crew  of  veterans,  Dur- 
ing the  indoor  season, 
numerous  school  re- 
cords were  broken  in- 
cluding Matthew  Sal- 
iesse  in  the  shot  put 
with  a throw  of  48- 
8,  sophomore  David 
Chorney  in  the  3,000 
meters,  Stuart  Udis  in 
the  1,000  meters  and 
Dan  Steinhart  in  the 
200  meters  sprint. 

These  performanc- 
es combined  with  a 
NCAA  qualifying  cross 
country  team  carried 
the  Mules  through  a 
long  season  with  im- 
pressive performances 
at  the  Lafayette-Rider 
Games  and  the  Centen- 
nial Conference  Cham- 
pionship, 

The  men!  team 
placed  fourth  with 
strong  performances 
from  the  menfe  4x800 
team  who  defended 
their  2006  gold  medal 
victory  in  this  event. 

At  ECACfe  two  indi- 
viduals placed  with  se- 
nior Lex  Mercado  fin- 
ishing sixth  in  the  800 
meters,  and  Chorney 
placing  eighth  in  the 
mile.

The  numbers  all  added  up  for 
the  Muhlenberg  wrestling  team 
in  2006-07. 

The  Mules  had  four  national 
qualifiers  and  a three-time  All- 
American  and  finished  number 
two  in  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence in  one  of  their  best  seasons 
ever. 

The  team  accomplished  all 
it  did  with  a starting  lineup 
that  included  only  two  seniors, 
pointing  to  a future  filled  with 
more  big  numbers. 

Muhlenberg  showed  its  po- 
tential in  the  early-season  tour- 
naments. crowning  at  least  one 
champion  at  each.  Sophomore 
141-pounder  Rob  Kein  took  first 
place  at  Kings,  and  three  weeks 
later  he  won  another  title  at  Mes- 
siah, defeating  the  top-ranked 
wrestler  in  Division  III  in  the 
process  and  earning  Most  Out- 
standing Wrestler  honors. 

Sophomore  Billy  Hall,  who 
began  the  season  competing 
against  Kein  at  141,  found  suc- 
cess when  he  dropped  back 
down  to  133,  earning  a national 
ranking  after  joining  Kein  in  the 
winners  circle  at  Messiah. 

Senior  Matt  Loesch  (197) 
made  his  season  debut  in 
January,  his  return  to  the  mat 


delayed  by  an  injury  suffered 
while  playing  football,  and  won 
his  first  tournament,  the  Roger 
Williams  Mid-Winter  Classic. 
Junior  heavyweight  Joe  Tartar, 
also  back  from  an  injury  that 
caused  him  to  miss  the  entire 
2005-06  year,  captured  his  first 
career  tournament  title  at  Roger 
Williams. 

Hall  and  Tartar  won  their 
weight  classes  to  lead  the  Mules 
to  first  place  at  the  Washington 
& Lee  Invitational  - their  first 
regular-season  tourney  title  in 
15  years.  A Muhlenberg  wrestler 
placed  in  the  top  four  at  all  but 
one  of  the  10  weight  classes. 

A 6-4-1  dual-meet  season, 
which  included  an  18-18  tie 
with  27th-ranked  New  York 
University,  set  the  stage  for  the 
CC  Championships.  Muhlenberg 
gave  four-time  defending  cham- 
pion Ursinus  a run  for  its  money, 
but  ended  up  finishing  second 
by  11  points  - its  first  time  in  the 
runner-up  spot  since  2002.  And 
whereas  the  Bears  did  not  win 


any  weight  classes,  the  Mules 
crowned  four  champions  (Hall, 
Kein,  Loesch  and  Tartar),  all  of 
whom  earned  bids  to  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Championships. 

Although  Muhlenberg  had 
one  of  the  largest  contingents 
at  nationals  (only  five  schools 
sent  more  than  four  wrestlers), 
only  Loesch  found  success,  fin- 
ishing sixth  to  become  the  first 
three-time  All-American  in  CC 


Loesch  ended  his  brilliant 
career  with  a record  of  90-16, 
indudinga40-G  mark  against  CC 
opponents,  Hall  and  Tartar  both 
went  24-7  on  the  season  and  tied 
for  the  team  lead  with  13  pins, 
while  Kein  finished  at  23-4. 

Junior  Joseph  DeCampo  (20- 
11  at  149)  and  sophomore  Matt 
Horn  (20-12.  third  in  the  CC  at 
184)  also  reached  the  20- win 
mark,  and  sophomore  Justin 
Fitch  was  19-12  at  174  in  his  first 
season  as  a starter.

history  and  was  30  strokes  ahead 
of  second-place  McDaniel,  the 
five-time  defending  champion.  It 
also  broke  the  previous  College

With  no  seniors  competing, 
the  Mules  finished  in  fourth 
place  in  2007  and  were  closer 
to  first  (20  strokes)  than  to 
fifth  (26  strokes).  Sophomore 
Geoffrey  Kelleman  tied  for  the 
best  round  of  the  tournament 


with  an  even-par  72  on  the 
middle  18  holes  and  finished 
eighth  with  a three-day  total 
of  233, 

Kellemans  teammates  were 
not  far  behind  him.  Sopho- 
more Bill  Snow  shot  a 236, 
including  team-bests  in  the 
first  (74)  and  third  (76)  rounds, 
and  freshman  Chris  Trapp 
contributed  a 238.  Rounding 
out  the  Mules’  top  five  were 
freshman  Biff  Slocum  and 
junior  Garrett  Carpenter. 

For  the  year,  Slocum  led 
the  team  with  a 78.4  stroke 
average,  shooting  in  the  70s 
in  11  of  15  rounds.  He  posted 


the  highest  individual  finish 
of  the  year  when  he  tied  for 
second  by  shooting  a 76  at  the 
Muhlenberg  Invitational.  The 
Mules  also  earned  their  high- 
est finish  of  the  year  - second 
place  - at  that  meet. 

Snow  finished  with  an  81.1 
average,  followed  closely  by 
Carpenter  (81.4),  Kelleman 
(81.5)  and  Trapp  (81.9).

For  the  second  year  in 
a row,  a tough  Centennial 
Conference  schedule  put  a 
bit  of  a damper  on  an  oth- 
erwise successful  season  for 
the  Muhlenberg  womens 
lacrosse  team.  Although 
the  Mules  won  nine  games 
- just  one  shy  of  the  school 
record  for  victories  in  a sea- 
son - their  2-7  conference 
record  meant  the  playoffs 
were  out  of  the  picture  once 
again. 

Still,  the  Mules  put 
together  a season  to  re- 
member. 

Muhlenberg  began  the 
2007  campaign  on  a hot 
streak.  With  a 13-5  win 


over  Widener,  the  Mules 
completed  a five-game  win- 
ning streak  - bringing  their 
overall  streak  to  six  in  a 
row,  dating  back  to  the  final 
game  of  2006.  The  run  set  a 
school  record  for  most  con- 
secutive victories,  squash- 
ing the  previous  record  set 
a year  earlier. 

After  struggling  against 
strong  conference  teams 
that  included  eventual  Di- 
vision III  champion  Frank- 
lin & Marshall,  plus  two 
other  squads  that  ended  the 
season  ranked  in  the  top 
25  in  the  nation,  the  Mules 
closed  out  2007  with  a 12- 
goal  victory  over  non-con- 


ference rival  Neumann. 

In  that  game,  the  two 
seniors  and  team  captains 
- Katie  Reimann  and  Kelli 
Sakonchick  - became  the 
winningest  class  in  school 
history  with  32  victories. 

The  accomplishments 
didn’t  stop  there  for  the 
duo.  Sakonchick  graduated 
from  Muhlenberg  third 
all-time  with  79  caused 
turnovers,  and  Reimann 
finished  her  career  third  in 
assists  (52),  ninth  in  points 
(126)  and  13th  in  goals  (74). 
Both  were  named  to  the 
All-CC  second  team.

The  2007  season  was  a tease 
for  the  Muhlenberg  softball  team. 
The  Mules  had  several  outstand- 
ing days  on  which  they  appeared 
to  be  poised  to  get  on  a roll,  but 
they  never  did. 

Muhlenberg  finished  the  sea- 
son with  a 9-23  record,  snapping 
an  incredible  run  of  22  straight 
years  with  double  digits  in  vic- 
tories - a College  record  for  all 
sports. 

The  Mules  looked  like  playoff 
contenders  when  they  started  out 
5-3  in  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence. Muhlenberg  averaged  near- 
ly seven  runs  a game  in  splitting 
with  Gettysburg  (the  eventual  CC 
champion)  and  sweeping  Frank- 
lin & Marshall,  but  then  was  shut 
out  in  both  ends  of  a twinbill 
against  Swarthmore. 

In  an  ensuing  doubleheader 
sweep  of  Washington,  the  Mules 
scored  13  runs  on  18  hits  in  the 
second  game.  The  bats  died  down 
for  good  after  those  games,  how- 
ever. The  team  scored  only  nine 
runs  in  its  remaining  10  games, 
winning  just  once.  That  one  win 
came  in  extra  innings  against 
CC  regular-season  champion  Ur- 
sinus,  showing  that  Muhlenberg 
was  capable  of  playing  at  a high 
level. 

On  their  season-opening  trip 
to  Florida,  the  Mules  battled  pre- 
season No.  1 Muskingum  tough 
in  a 4-3  loss.  They  had  another 
near-miss  back  north  when  they 
were  five  outs  away  from  their 
first  win  in  28  games  against  The 
College  of  New  Jersey,  but  a four- 


run  sixth  inning  resulted  in  an  8-5  setback. 

For  the  first  time  in  their  history,  the  Mules 
hit  two  grand  slams  in  a season.  Senior  shortstop 
Tina  Roth  hit  an  inside-the-park  slam  in  a 9-6  win
